WasHinaton, March 12.—{Special.]—Dr.

A DEMOCRAT TO BE TURNED OUT. 

Itis given out that the republicans of the 
house election committee today decided to un- 
seat Louis W. Turpin, of Alabama, and bring 
intheir man (McDuffie) totake his place. 
Turpin received 13,153 majority, and even in 
the face of this very large majority they have 
decided he must go to enable the republican 
majority togrow. The case was argued on 
what is known as the ‘‘census question.’’ Not 
a single proof ofintimidation or cerruption was 
shown, in not a single precinct was fraud 
proven. The case was argued on the last cen- 
sus report, which shows that a majority of 
voters of the district are of the colored per- 
suasion. McDuffee’s attorney said the small 
negro democratic yote would be offset by the 
white republican vote, and as the census 
showed, the district contained some four thou- 
sand more negro votes than white voters, it

THE PAN-AMERICAN TRIP. 

It looks like the southern trip of the Pan- 
Americans will be a very decided failure. 
Some doubts are expressed as to whether they 
will goatall. Only twelve of the delegates 
have accepted Secretary Blaine’s invitation to 
take the southern trip at the expense of the 
government, Twelve delegates haye declined, 
and the others have failed to reply at all. 
Diplomats, however, say that the excursion 
must take place, no matter how few will go on 
it, for invitations have been sent out and ac- 
ceptances returned, In the list of places that 
have been selected for the delegates to visit, 
Atlanta has been left out. However, should 
the trip be taken at all, it will not require a 
great effort on Atlanta’s part to get the few 
delegates who will go. The places 
which will be visited are Nor- 
News, Fortress Ménroe, 
Richmond, Charleston, Macon, Sayannah, 
Augusta, Jacksonville, St. Augustine, Tampa, 
Pensacola, Mobile, New Orleans, Birmjngham, 
Chattanooga, Memphis, Nashville and Knox- 
ville. The entire time occupied by the trip 
will not exceed three weeks, and the itinerary 
will be so arranged as to have the delegates 
spend Sunday at Fort Monroe and St. Augus- 
tine, Florida. Arrangements for them are 
now being made by the Pennsylvania railroad 
co pany, and the schedule will be constructed 
by Tourist Agent Draper, who had charge of 
tife tour through the north and west last Octo- 
ber and Noxember. 

DUDLEY WILL BE CONFIRMED. 

“The Black” Dudley is going to.be con- 
at Americus. That 
matter was settled today, and the settlement 
was brought about by that precious scoundrel, 
Buck. Buck wrote three letters to Senator 
Sawyer, chairman of the senate committee on 
postoftices, to which the nomination has been 
referred. In one of these letters he says 
that “Mr. Dudley” had intended coming on

firmed without trouble. In another he spoke 
of Dudley as an eminently respectable colored 
man, as well fit to be postmaster at Amer- 
icus as any white man in the com- 
munity. In the third he _— said 
Captain W. W. Brown, of Macon, 
a gentleman held in the highest esteem by the 
people of the entire state, had recently made 
a visit to Americus to inquire into the fitness 
of Dudely for the office, and that he had re- 
turned pronouncing him in every way fitted 
for the trust, and was in favorof his con- 
firmation. Then he went on to speak of the 
Black Dudley in the highest terms of praise, 
and asked that he be confirmed at once. Buck 
wrote on republican state committee paper, 
and the letters were all written with a type- 
writer, and all this comes in the face of Buck 
having denied, when here recently, that he 
had pushed Dudley’s confirmation, adding that 
he was not responsible for the appointment; 
also after he had _ promised Senator 
Colquitt andBrown and many other prominent 
Georgians, when they signed his petition for a 
place in his(Harrison’s)cabinet,that whether he 
gotitornot, he would see toit that only the very 
highest elass of republicans should be‘appointed 
to oftice in Georgia, and that when a republican 
could not be found satisfactory to the people, 
that he would appoint a’ protection 
democrat. Thus Buck has  con- 
victed himself of being a political thug 
of the lowest type,a man who should be 
shunned by all decent people, white and black 
alike.

I believed that the committee would report 
favorably upon it, but that would not insure 
its passage, as it would have to go before the 
senate.” 

“Then you took no positive stand favoring 
its passage ?”’ 

“No, I went there as chairman of the legis- 
lature committee, and in that capacty I sim- 
ply voiced the sentiments of the alliance, as 
expressed to me.

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FLOWER AND FRUIT. 


The New York Congressman Interrogates a 
Florida Delegate. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Representatives 
of the Florida orange growers appeared be- 
fore the ways and means committee today to 
request an additional measure of protection for 
their industry, J. E. Hartridge presented 
their case in an argument, during which he 
dwelt at length upon the practice by importers 
of securing undue remissions of duty upon 
damaged fruit. He believed that the 
duty should be fixed at one dollar 
per box, and the provisions for damage 
allowance should be stricken from the law. 
This would result in the importation of 
good fruit and the protection of the domestic 
orange growers from competition with trash. 
Large areas of land abroad were being prepared 
for orange culture. Owing to climatic condi- 
tions and rich soil, the trees in the tropics ma- 
ture earlier than the Florida trees. With 
cheap labor m addition, the foreign grower 
promises to seriously interfere with the Florida 
orange grower. , Unless something was done to 
help him, thousands of people who had in- 
vested their money in and given their time to 
orange growing would be thrown out of em- 


ployment. 
THE POOR MAN’S rRUfr. 

Mr. Flower questioned one of the gentle- 
men and ascertained that Florida oranges 
were now selling in New York at $3.25 per 
box, while inferior Mediterranean fruit was 
selling at from $1.75 to $2.25. Mr. Flower 
said that the cheap fruit was the poor man’s 
fruit. The rich would always buy the supe- 
tior Florida oranges. He did not see that the 
Florida orange grower needed additional pro- 
tection when he produced a grade of fruit that 
sold readily for more money than the foreign 
fruit. 

Hr. Mills asked why the orange grower 
should be protected atthe expense of the 
cotton grower, or the wheat and corn grower. 

Ex-Governor Mabry replied that these men 
could not be protected. But was that a good 
reason why the orange growers should not be 
protected. He denied that increased protection 
meant dearer fruit. It simply meant that the 
American fruit growers would supply the en- 
tire Americrn market. He assured the com- 
mittee that Florida oranges could then be re- 
tailed ata cent a piece. The people of this 
state had labored hard to develop this indus- 
try. They wanted to show the people of 
the country that they had something substan- 
tail to offer them; some inducement to come 
down and make their homes in Florida. 

Chairman McKinley asked if that was the 
general sentiment in Florida? 

Witness replied emphatically that his peo- 
ple were unanimous in advocating protection 
for their industries. 

A LONG WAY AHEAD, 

Mr. Flower drew out the fact that it would 
take some years to mature a grade of oranges 
that could be sold in competition with the 
Mediterranean oranges. He wished to know 
whether it wouid not answer witness’ demands 
if an increase of duty was granted to take 
effect, say, in fifteen years. 
Witness indignantly — the proposi- 
tion, saying: ‘*You would wait until a man is 
dead, and then sing psalms over him.”’ 

The chairman remarked that Mr. Flower 
did not seem to understand that a poor orange 
could drive a good orange out of the market. 
Mr. Flower rejoined that the chairman did not 
seem tounderstand that it would be many 
years, according to the growers’ own state- 
ment, before they could replace the cheap for- 
eign orage (the poor man’s fruit) with a domes- 
tic orage at the same price. Moreover, he did 
not believe that the climatic conditions of 
Florida (where he was interested himself in 
an orange grove) would ever permit this grade 
of fruit to be grown. 

Governor Mabry replied that people who had 
put their money into the industry knew other- 
wise. 

Mr. Flower said that he did not want to in- 
jure the Florida orange grower, but he did not 
want them to injure his constituents. Now, 
this foreign fruit came to New York ata sea- 
son of the year when the Florida orange was 
unfit for the market and could not be had. 
Therefore, a duty of $1 a box would not help 
the Florida grower at this time, but any duty 
would injure his (Flower’s) people. 

A LITTLE REPARTEE. 
_ Governor Mabry wished to know ifthe in- 
fluence under which Mr. Flower was laboring 
was that of New York bankers who were ad- 
yancing capitai to Italian orange growers. 

Mr. Flower retorted that New York bankers 
were raising one-third of that very Florida 
orange crop abont which Governor Mabry was 
talking. Florida orange groves were a favorite 
investment in New York. 

F.S. Goodrich, of Florida, expressed his 
satisfaction at the change that had come upon 
Florida democrats, who were now here asking 
protection on oranges, knowing that if their 
request was granted it meant a little duty on 
wool, a little on Pennsylvania manufactured 
products and so on.

WHEN BLAIR WILL GIVE THE NA- 
TION A REST. ~ 


THE VOTE TO BE TAKEN NEXT WEEK. 


A Warm Debate_on the Bill Which Takes a 
Sectional rh and Senators George 
and Hoar Wave a Bout. 


WaAsHINGTON, March 12.—The senate pro- 
ceeded to vote on the resolution to excinude 
from the Congressisnal Record the interpolas 
tions made by Mr.-Call in the report of the 
discussion with Mr. Chandier on the 20th of 
February. The resolution was agreed to— 
yeas 06, nays 14, the democrats voting in the 
affirmative were Messrs. Cockrell, Payne, 
Pugh and Vance. 

Mr. Cuilom gave notice that on Friday 
morning he would call up the house resolution 
relating to the death of the late Mr. Town 
shend, representative from I}linois. 

On motion of Mr. Edmunds the senate pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of the resolution 
reported on the 10th of February -from the 
committee of privileges and elections declar- 
ing that it is competent for the senate to elect 
& president, pro tempore, wlio shall hold oftice 
during the pleasure of the senate and until 
another is elected and shal! execute the duties 
thereof when the vice president is absent. 

Mr. George took the floor in opposition to 
the resolution although he felt, as he said, 
that he was undertaking a hopeless task in op- 
posing the resolution which had been ap- 
proved in the republican caucus. 

THE RDUCATIONAL BILL. 

Mr. George was still speaking when the 
hour of two o’clock arrived and the educa- 
tioual bill came up as ‘“‘unfinished business.” 
He asked unanimous consent that he might 
go on and finish his argument. 

Mr. Plumb called upon Mr. Blair to give the 
senate some indication of the time when he 
would be ready to havea vote taken on his 
bill. There were, he said, a great many im- 
portant measures on the calendar—measures 
relating to pensions, to forfeiture of land 
grants, to silver coinage and to other import- 
ant subjects affecting the prosperity 
of the people. Nearly four 
months of the session had _ elapsed 
and nothing had yet passed the senate that 
could be said to be of any national importance. 
He gave notice that unless some agreement 
could be made as to when the vote on tiie 
educational bill would be taken, he would 
move at 2 o’clock tomorrow that the bill be 
placed on. the calendar. He wished ‘“‘to in 
voke a response from the sphynx of New 
Hampshire.”’ 

THE SPHYNX SPEAKS. 

Mr. Blaine—‘‘You must first dig the sphynx 
out of the sand.’’ 

There being no objection to Mr. George’s re- 
quest, he resumed his argument. 

At the conclusion of Mr. George’s argument, 
Mr. Blair rose to make a statemert as to the 
educutional bill referring to Mr. Plumb’s re- 
marks as ‘the rushing sphere of the father of 
waters.’’ He spoke of the obstaces in the way 
of reaching a vote on the bill during the pres- 
ent week, bnt thought that by Thursday or 
Friday next, a vote might be taken. 

Discussion on that point was participated 
in by Senators Plumb, awley, Platt, 
and Frye—the latter stating that there 
was evidently no desire on the part 
of the senators to listen toe speeches on the ed- 
ucational bill, as he had freyuently counted as 
few as seven senators present, and Mr. Blair 
suggesting that perhaps those were times when 
the senators were engaged in salmon dinners. 

Finally it was arranged that on Thursday, of 
next week, at 2 o’clock, Mr. Blair shall have 
the floor to speak for not exceeding an hour, 
and that then the bill shall be under the five 
minute rule and a vote shail be taken on the 
amendments and bill. 

WILL TRY TO HEAD IT OFF. 

Mr. Plumb gave notice notwitistanding that 
he would on Monday move to take up some 
other bill, the effect of which would be to dis- 
place the educational bill. 

Mr. Plumb moved an amendment to rule 
thirty-nine so as to provide that all votes cast 
in executive session, whether yea and nay 
votes or otherwise, shall be made public at the 
close of session at which they are cast. Re- 
ferred to the eomusittee on rules. 

The resolution in regard to the president 
pro-tempore was again taken up 
and after further discussion was agreed to 
without division. It reads: 

Resolved, That it is competent for the senate to 
elect a president protempore, who shall hold office 
during the pleasure of the senate, and until an- 
other is elected, and shall execute the duties 
thereof during all future absences of the vice 
president, until the senate otherwise orders. 

The concurrent resolution for the investiga- 
tion of immigration matters was laid before 
the senate with to house amendments extend- 
ing the investigation to the purchase of Ameri- 
can industries by foreign capital, and to use 
Bedloes Island, in New York harbor, as an im- 
migration depot. The house amendments were 
agreed to. 

SENATOR GEORGE FAVORS IT. 

The educationai bill was then taken up, and 
Mr. George addressed the senate in advocacy 
ofit. Hesaid that from the beginning he 
had regarded the measure a8 a generous offer 
made by the nothern states to the southern 
states. He was not there toask alms for the 
people of Mississippi, but he should not go 
into the spurning business as the senator from 
West Virginia (Faulkner had dorie some weeks 
ago, when he got on his high horse and pro- 
posed to spurn bribes and all, that sort of 
thing. There was no bribe in it, but he 
did not feel that he had the right, 
when he looked at the condition of 
a large portion of the black people of Missis- 
sippi to reject the offer wr dy He did not re- 
gard the offer as being made on dishonorable 
terms to the people of Mississippi. The com- 
mittee on education and labor had struck out 
of the bill an obnoxious clause that had been 
contained in the previous bill, (in reference to 
the revision of text books) and had done soon 
his motion. That had been generous acfion 
on the part of republican members of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. George went on to say that while he did 
not share in the idea that the colored people 
of the south would be elevated by education, 
he was willing to have an opportunity ex- 
tended to them; and he drifted into a defense 
of the white people of the south, and an 
arraignment of those who stir up dissensions 
at the south for political ends. 

SENATOR HOAR RISES. 

Mr. Hoar said that he had too much at heart 
in the passage of the educational bill—that 
most important and beneficent measure—to be 
turned aside into a discussion of the questions 
raised by Mr. George, but he asked that gen- 
tleman what his plan was as ‘to the colored 
people of the south, and whether it embraced 
the protection and security of their right to 
vote without interference by force or fraud, 
and their right to a fair administration of 
justice. 

Mr. George’said that he had proposed no 
plan. He had thonght, however, that the sen- 
ator from Massachusetts and other senators 
could understand the difficulty of having an 
orderly, good and secure government, with two 
diverse races, differing in all things, and espe- 
cially when the passions of the ignorant race 
were inflamed by intermeddling from the out- 
side. The theory of the government was that 
the people were capable of self-government; 
that the people of each state were as capable 
not only of discharging state duties and of 

rforming state powers, but also of orm- 
ng their of national duties and powers. 
There was no such thing under the’constitu- 
tiou as wise states, _—< the guardianship 
of inferior no. such thing

There were cer- 
tain crimes which, whether committed by 
wiite or black, were followed by swift and 
tevtible vengeance in the shape of mob law. 
H4 deplored that, and he deplored bloodshed, 
wijch was occasionally the result of 
race conflicts, but he asked were there 

» mobs in California and other western 
states where conflicts were excited by the 
présence of the mild Mongolian. The senator 
from Massachusetts expected a millenium in 
the south, with all its troubles, but he would 
never get it. He prayed that there would 
too much virtue and wisdomin the American 

ple not to allow time and opportunity and 
just means (without impertinent interference) 
to settle the gravest problem that was ever 
presented to the human mind. 

Mr. Hoar said that the senator from Mis- 
sissippi had talked about almost everything 
else but had not answered the simple question 
which he (Hoar) had put to him. He had 
asked the senator to state his plan and show it 
differed from.the republican plan of dealing 
with the south, and he had answered with 
voléano to which the senate had just listened. 
The Massachusetts plan, the northern plan, 
the republican plan, the American plan, of 
dealing with that American problem that 
confronted the country today was,simply this: 
Where a mass of illiterate American children 
wad seen growing up to be citizens,) voters and 
sovereigners, to provide means, as far 
as was possible, for 
the evil. Another part of their 
plan was this: They proposed that the law- 
making power of the country and the law-ex- 
ecuting power of the country should protect 
the right of every American citizen, poor or 
rich, forésgn born or native born, black or 
white, to cast the nailot which the constitution 
conferred upon him, and to have that ballot 
counted. So far as that wasa matter of ua- 
tional concern in the election of national offi- 
cers, they proposed to provide for it, so far as 
they could, by ihe exercise of national forces. 
In addition to that they proposed to aid in 
their private capacity the soathern states, so 
far as those states desired to accept it, by pri. 
vate benefaciions. That was __ their 
plan, the whole of it, and he 
challenged the senator from Mississippi to dis- 
cover any other plan that had been proposed, 
enacted, debated or thought of throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. He had 
asked the senator whether his plan included 
seciirity to every voter casting and counting of 
his vote, and to that interrogatory the senator 
heaé. been entirely silent. 

Coming back to the educational bill, Mr. 
Hoar declared that that measure was dearer 
to his heart than anything else proposed or dis- 
oussed before the American people. If he 
could be assured (as he was assured) that the 
bill would become a law and that great conse- 
quences would result from it, which he expec- 
ted to result, he would be willing to go out of 
public life tomorrow and never to be again 
heard of among his countrymen. 

The discussion again took a sectional turn, 
Mr. George arguing that the act for the read- 
mission of Mississippi, Texas and Virginia for- 
bids those states from imposing an educa- 
tional test on voters, and saying if that funda- 
mental condition were removed, he would 
then be prepared to make known his plan. 

Finally the discussion came toa close, and 
after a short executive session, the senate at 6 
p. m., adjourned. 
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THEY DISCUSSED PROHIBITION. 


The Oklahoma Bill Taken Up anda Livety 
Debate Takes Place. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The first three- 
quarters of an hour of the session of the house 
this morning was consumed in a desultory dis- 
cussion as to the status on the calendar of pri- 
vate claims reported from the court of claims, 
but the speaker reserved his decision. 

Mr. Cannon- from the committee on rules; 
reported a resolution setting aside today and 
tomorrow for the consideration of the Okla- 
homa Dill, the {final vote to be taken at 4 
o’clock tomorrow. 

The resolution was adopted and accordingly 
the house went into committee of the whole 
on the Oklahoma bill. 

Mr. Kelley, of Kansas, offerd an amendment 
providing{that the general statuts of Kansas 
(instead of Nebraska) shall extend over the 
territory, until after the first session of the leg- 
islature. 


A PROHIBITION SCHEME. 

Mr. Pickler, of South Dakota, strongly ad- 
vocated the amendment, principally on the 
ground that it would extend to the new terri- 
tory the prohibitory laws of Kansas.

EXAMINING TAULBEE’S SKULL. 


To Trace the Course and Position of the Bul- 
let. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The antopsy on 
the remains of ex-Congressman Taulbee was 
held today. The ball was found to have passed 
Beneath the eye, downwards and inwards, 
fracturing a portion of the orbital plate. 
Thence it went toward the brain, fracturing 
and splintering the petrous of the temporal 
bone. The ball was found imbededin the 
bone and dura mater. A further penetration 
of asixteenth of an inch would proubably have 
resulted in instant death. At the base of the 
brain a large abscess was formed, and that was 
the immediate cause of death. Other abscesses 
were discovered, and the brain and mem- 
branes were much imflamed and congested. 
The position of the ball was snch that it could 
not have been extracted with safety to the 


patient, even had its exact location been 
known. 


THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 

An inquest into the shooting of Taulbee by 
Kincaid was held this afternoon shortly after 
the antopsy had been completed. The prin- 
cipal witness was Sam Donaldson, of Tennes- 
see, ex-doorkeeper of the house. He was 
walking arm in arm with Taulbee, when sud- 
denly Rineaid appeared on the landing of the 
stairway close behind. ‘Taulbee’s face was 
turned partly towards Kincaid’s when the tat- 
ter exclaimed : 

“Mr. Taulbee, you can see me now.”’ 

The deceased turned still further toward 
Kincaid; when the latter fired one shot. The 
rest of the story has been many times told. 
Other witnesses added nothing to what has 
been printed. 

The verdict of the jury was that Taulbee 
came to his death ‘‘from a pistol wound, the 

istol being held in the hand of Charles E. 
Kincaid, in the United States capitol building, 


_February 28, 1890.”’ 


At the conclusion of the inquest Kincaid 
was committed to jail to await the action of 
grand jury. 

THE FUNERAL TODAY. 

The funeral of Taulbee will take place to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock from Zurhart’s 
undertaking rooms. The Kentucky delega- 
tion will act as pall bearers.

Two Negro Murderers Taken from Jail and 
Shot to Death, 

HuntTeEr’s Sprinas, W. Va., March 12.—A 
courier from Princeton brings news that Bill 
Ailen and Wetherford Irving, two negroes 
charged with the murder of Constable Belcher, 
were taken from Messerie county jail by a mob 
Saturday night and shot to death. Both ne- 

rees were notorious desperadoes and had 

illed three men before the Belcher murder. 
It is likely that Oscar Falks, 9 negro murderer 
who killed a man over in Tazewell county, 
Virginia, in November, has shared the fate of 
Allen and Irving.

WESTERN RIVERS OVERFLOWING 
3 . THE LAND. 


SEVERAL BREAKS IN THE LEVEES. 


People Moving to Higher Ground—Railroad 
Travel Impeded—The Situation 
Along the Mississippi. 


St. Lovrs, March 12.—Flood news from va. 
rious points along the Mississippi river and 
other streams this morning, is that White 
and Biack rivers, in Arkansas, are on a ram: 
page. Bothare over their banks, and over 
flowing the country on each side for miles. 
Heavy rains have fallen, and continue to fall, 
along these streams, and a general inunda 
tion is looked for. The Black is a tributary 
of the White, and the White empties into the 
Arkansas just above the point where the lat 
ter pours its flood into the Mississippi. 

A RAPID RISE. 

At Fort Smith, on the Arkansas, a rise of 
over eighteen feet took place in twenty-four 
hours, and at last accounts the swell was ros 
ceeding ata rapid rate. The great rise, added 


to minor floods pouring out of all the small 
tributaries below Fort Smith, will geeatly add 
to the volume of water in the Mississippi below 
the mouth of the Arkansas, and increases the 
peril tothe lowercountry. All railroads in the 
vicinity of Fort Smith are suffering from seri- 
ous washouts or lost bridges, and trains are 
abandoned temporarily. At Arkansas City, 
on the Mississippi, tne water from Sappington 
Hook crevasse has inundated the rear part of 
the town and lands in the back country 
are being flooded. It is not thought, however, 
that any at damage will result from this 
break, as bayous and interior streams are ca- 
pable of carrying the water away rapidly. All 
available boats of the government tleet- haye 
been putinto the levee service. The river 
front, from Arkansas City down, is being care- 
fully watched, and weak places in the levce 
Strengthened. Report prevailed that the 
levee at Alsatia, La., twenty miles south of 
Lake Providence, had broken, but this has not 
been verified. 

_At Batesville, Ark., the White riuer rose 
eighteen feet yesterday and is now rising 
foot per hour. __ 

THE STRAINED LEVEES. 

At Greenville, Miss., the river stoo@ last 
evening forty-seven and a half feet and still 
rising. Reports from the levees along the Mis- 
sissippi side up to 8 p. m. were that the princi- 
pal levees were still in good shape, but the 
strain against them was _ increasin 
every honr. Continuous rains accompani 
by heavy winds prevailed and some disaster 
seemed not improbable before morning. I¢ 
had been raining very hard since 2 o’clock and 
was still coming down in torrents, with no in- 
dication of any change soon. 

At Helena, Ark., the river crawled up twa 
inches during the last twenty-four hours and 
now marks forty-three feet and five inches on 
the gange. The water is now four feet and eight 
inches below high water. The rise during the 
present week will be gradual. Beginning 
next week it will be more rapid and the 
highest water will reach there on Sunday. 

THE FLOOD AT ARKANSAS CITY. 

At Arkansas City it has been raining for 
about forty hours, and the crerasse in the 
levee above the city is now about four hundred 
feet wide. The people are much alarmed at 
the outlook, and some are seeking higher 


ground. 
At Poplar Binffs the situation is serious. 
The rise in the Arkansas, west of Little 
tock, is unprecedented. It is feared another 
day will bring out the unwelcome news of the 
water’s ravages. 

The flood outlook at Memphis is more 
threatening than at any previous time since 
the present high water began to excite atten- 
tion. The Arkansas and White rivers are 
pouring cut an immense volame, and the situ- 
ation below their mouths is anything but en- 
couraging. 


Drowned While Drunk, 

CuHicaGo, March 12.—The body of Rolané 
Leach, at New York drummer, was found 
about 2 oclock this afternoon in the river un- 
derneath a scow at the foot of Market street. 
The police were dragging the river after the 
scow had been removed and brought the bod 
to the surface. Hiswatch, diamonds, and all 
trinkets Jwere found upon him, but little 
money was found. The evidence all showed 
that he walked offthe wharf into the river 
whiie drunk, after a prolonged spree. His 
disappearance caused a considerable hue and 
cry of foul play to be raised in the newspapers, 
but the fact that his body showed no signs of 
violence and everything that belonged to him, 
except his money, indicate that he is the vic- 
tim only of liquor.

THE OCMULGEE RIVER 


WORK OF OPENING IT TO 
NAVIGATION. 


THE 


~ 
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The Railroad Bridces Over the River to Be 
Changed to Drawbridges—The East 
Tennessee at Work. 


Macon, Ga., March 12.—[{Special.]—If there 
is any one subject at present in which Macon 
1s more interested than another, itis the pro- 
posed navigation of the Ocmulgee river. Every 
step is watched with interest and satisfaction, 
for a navigation of the Ocmulgee -means in- 
creased commerce for Macon and reduced 
freight rafes. As already stated in THE 
ConstiTuTION, the United States government 
has ordered that the railroads and 
counties convert into draws whatever bridges 
cross the river and interfere with navigation 
by July ist. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railway have two bridges to change, one at 
flawkinsviile and one near Macon. Messrs. 
R. M. Rogers and George T. Harris, the com- 
mittee of the board of trade on the Ocmulgee 
navigation, have been very energetic in their 
efforts in behalf of the project. Their last 
move was this: A few days ago they addressed 
. letter/ td General Manager Hudson, of the 
East ‘Pennesse, Virginia and Georgia, 
at Knoxville, Tenn., requesting 
him to have the work of changing the bridges 
to commence just as soon as possible, and asked 
him to direct that the bridge Hawkinsville 
be first converied into a draw, so that the gov- 
ernment dredge boats can go under the bridge 
and work on the river towards Macon, and by 
the time the bridges near at Macon are con- 
verted into draws, the dredge boats will be 
ready to finish the river to Macon. The com- 
mittee are in receipt of the following reply to 
their letter:

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 12.—[Special.]—Marg 
tha Hopps, one of the women whe was whipped 
at Jesup last Christmas, has written a letter to 
the Times giving the first statement which has 
come from her.- She is the mother of the boy 
Bill Hopps, who was shot in the jail Christmas 
night. The Hopps woman left Jesup the night 
she was whipped, and has never been back. 

HER HOUSE BURNED DOWN. 

In the meantime her house has been burned, 
causing her a loss of fifteen hundred dollars.

The Anniversary of McDow’s Cowardly 
Crime.

B. McDow. A solemn pontifical mass of re- 
quiem was said at the procathedral, by Bishop 
Northrop, Mgr.

The widow and the 
orphaned children of the murdered man were 
present, as were also the children of the 
Catholic Orphan asylum, the staff of the News 
and Courier, and hundreds of prominent citi- 
zens. The women of Charleston of all creeds 
were present in large numbers. There was no 
sermon or eulogies,but there were few dry eyes 
in the congregation. 

A somewhat singular feature of the ser 
vices was the fact that murderer MeDow 
drove in his buggy down =, street while the 
congregation was dispersing, McDow, whose 
residence adjoins that of his victim, has had 
his office repaired recently. The blood stains 
on the floor matting have been obliterated, 
and the closet in which he tried to bury the 
body of his victim has been nailed up. He 
has been expelled from the medical society, 
but is still practicing. He has a clientage 
among a few white persons and a good many 
negroes. It will be remembered that the jury 
which acquitted him was composed largely of 
negroes. It was generally believed at the 
time that it was packed for the purpose.

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THE DAIRY BUSINESS OF THE SOUTH 
DEVELOPING. 


Eatonton, Ga., March 12.—[{Special.]—In 
these days of low prices and small profits, 
while the farmer is trying to find something 
that will increase the revenue from his farm, 
he wruld do well to consider butter-making, 
which offers a most inviting field, not only as 
being profitable but as being a light and inter- 
esting businessin which his wife or daughter 
may engage with much pleasure. 

THE CHANGE OF TWELVE YEARS. 

Twelve years ago Putnam county did not 
ship a pound of butter and there was not 
enough made in the county tosupply the home 
demand. Now the county ships over a hun- 
dred thousand pounds per annum, yielding her 
a net revenue of nearly thirty thousand dol- 
lars from this one item alone, besides giving 
a light and lucrative employment to many too 
delicate to labor in the fields. This revenue 
8 not like the cotton crop, confined to the fall 
and winter, but keeps right om through the 
spring and summer, when the pressure for a 
little cash is felt by most farmers the worst. 

If the northern farmer can make a living on 
higher priced lands and higher priced labor, to 
say nothing .of having to feed twice 
as long in. winter as we do, 
receiving for his milk less than a dollar a hun- 
dred, we ought to do a little better than that, 
with an almost unlimited demand at present, 
and not likely to be supplied for years to come, 
for good wholesome butter at twenty-five cents 
and over. I donot mean the white, sticky, 
puffy mass, the product of poor cows, hot 
water and ignorance. That is better adapted 
to grease the wheele of the farm cart than as 
aun article of food. I refer to the rich golden 
granular mass, made only from fat cows, good 
feed, with care and intelligence exercised in 
the production of it. Such butter will make 
a market for itself. 

DAIRYING IN THE SOUTH. 

That dairying in the south has undergone a 
great change for the better, is apparent to the 
most careless observer. That there is still 
greater room for improvement in the quality 
of butter sent to market, is realized by all dai- 
rymen. The business will pay in proportion 
to the amount of intelligence and care dis- 
played in its management. The production of 
butter begins, as do a great many other 
useful things, with the cow. Did you ever 
think about the value of the cow to the human 
family%@ She furnishes beef, butter, milk, 
cheese, shoes, buttons, and\during the war her 
hair was the basis for most our Sunday clothes, 
and don’t you remember what splendid lights 
we used to make during the war, dipping a 
cotton string in a pot of hot tallow and holding 
It in the wind tocool, repeating the operation 
until we got a fair sized candle that was used 
by upper tendom to illuminate the parlor on 
Sunday evenings? The pine knot was used in 
the other rooms. 

_THE USES OF THE COW. 

In addition to all these the cow is the best 
guano factory, cotton seed crusher, oil extractor 
and manure distributor in existence. While 
the Jersay and the Guernsey stand at the head 
of the dairy breed, yet butter equally as good 
can be made from any other breed, though the 
quantity will be less. I would not disparage 
the» Jerseys, for I consider they will make 
more pounds of butter from a given amount of 
food than any other breed, and as a 
cow is nearly a_ factory for the  con- 
version of food butter, it is 
evident that the one that produces the largest 
quantity of manufactured goods from the 
smallest quantity of raw materials at the least 
expense, is the best, whether it be a Jersey, 
short horn, polled angus, or common scrub. 

The food occupies a most important posi- 
tion. If Denmark can make butter that 
will keep sweet and sounda yearin a hot cli- 
mate, and we cannot make it to keep three 
weeks, it is evident that the Dane knows 
more than we do about butter-making, there, 
fore.‘a lack of knowledge is responsible for 
our failure. One reason of this is that most 
dairy works are written by northern writers, 
and are totally unfit for our conditions, and 
will not doatall. One factI will mention: 


-The northern temperature at which milk 


ought to be churned is putat sixty degrees; 
the southern dairyman would have to churn 
about five hours, and would then fail to get all 
the butter out of the milk. The dairyman 
will have to learn a great deal from experi- 
ence. While the old lady’s tuition is quite 
high, her lessons will repay the learn- 
ing- The northern makers of daily 
rations say feed so much corn 
so much hay, so much bran, etc. The average 
farmer don’t know much about a balanced 
ration so I wont trouble his mind to tell him 
how much protien, how much carbo-hydrates, 
how much fat-former and how much flesh- 
former to feed. I feed a ration of ten pounds 
bran and five pounds boiled cotton seed aud 
the cow (and right here understand that the 
word “‘cow”’ means, in dairy nomenclature, one 
that has had two or more calves: a cow that 
has had one calf only is a heifer) that does 
not in three months produce a pound of but- 
ter or over on this ration ought to be carried 
to the butcher, if she has the combined blood 
of all the Jerseys brought to America. 
COTTON SEED FOR FOOD. 

I use cotton seed in preference to the meal 
because the oil in the seed is exactly what the 
cow extracts, and the manure that is left is 
better than the whole seed, or, if not better, 
will, when dry, be in better mechanical con- 
dition and be more available as plant food. I 
am well aware that experts in cattle- 
feeding will differ with me and 
sa I ought to put more of 
this and less of that. Iam well pleased with 
this, as it is the cheapest and most available to 
me. I feed it winter and summer; in winter 
with ten pounds cured fodder corn, in summer 
with pasture. Now let’s see the cost: The 
bran is worth seventeen dollars a ton and the 
seed about ten cents a bushel on the farm for 
manure. The cost ought not to exceed, in- 
cluding everything, fifteen cents per day per 
cow, and the return would be a pound of but- 
ter, worth twenty-five cents, besides butter- 
milk, manure and the increase of the herd, 
which last is no mean item. Agricultural 
chemist say that the manure from a ton of cot- 
ton seed fed to cattle is worth twenty dollars. 
If this is so the cow will pay more for the seed 
voy the oil mill.

the body and mind have over each other, the 
danger of neglecting either, and the importance 
of keeping both in barmony. 

Her iecture teaches temperance and uniformity 
fn all things; temperance in pleasure and in exer- 
cise, and uniformity of deyclopment of both ‘mina 
and body, and the danger resulting from over- 
exercising or over-fatiguing any one set of mus- 
cles. Features of importance which she eovers is 
the growth of deformity, the result generally of 
all phy: ical defects; the errors many make in con- 
sidering calisthenics, as conducted in our schools, 
physical culture; while she presents the 
necessity for the inuture rood of 
our country, that health culture be 
made a leading feature in every school, particu- 
larly in the public schools, where the majority of 
the pupils are notin circumstaces to pay for pri- 
vate class workin this branch. She also speaks 
of the fortunate circumstance, that fashion is 
aiding this health reform, and that now no nation 
on the globe will surpass ours in health and intci 
lect. 

It has been my pleasure to critieise the lecture 
in manuscript, and I cannot too strongly urge 
upon the mothers of our city to listen to it, ar- 
ranged as it is to give them the best instruction 
on a topic so necessary and on which they have 
thus far been able to study to so little advantage. 
We are safe in looking to Miss Lindley as a capa- 
ble leader in this department, and we ought to be 
proud of having the first and best school of this 
kind inaugurated in the south.

Spiritualists young and _ spiritualists old, 
There were male spiritualists and female spir- 
itualists—some dozen or more of the latter, 
and a small army of the former. 

MRS. MAUDE JONES, 
the defendant, together with her mother, Mrs. 
Ivy, and numerous other followers, was early 
on hand, 

Mrs. Jonesis a young woman, of an en- 
raging, lady-like manner. That sheis more 
than ordinarily intelligent and well educated 
was shown by her straightforward, well-worded 
statement to the court, when placed on the 
stand. 

Mrs. Jones occupied a chair, surrounded by 
a group of her friends, several of whom were 
so enthusiastic whenever a point was supposed 
to have been made by their side during.the 
progress of the trial, that they betrayed their 
feelings of exultation by audible comment 
and applause. 

Near Mrs. Jones sat Mr. R. J, Jordan, her 
attorney, with her mother, Mrs, Ivy, and 
Judge Ivy immediately behind. : 

THE STORY OF THE CASE. 

The readers of THe CoNSTITUTION are 
already familiar with the details of the arrest 
of Mrs. Jones, at the instance of Chief Con- 
nolly, and the subsequent swearing out of the 
warrant by Betective Cason, charging her 
with cheating and swindling. 

One day last week Mr. G. N. Hurtell and 
Mr. W. H. Howard, under the assumed names 
of Steele and Wilson, visited the home of Mrs. 
Jones, the slate-writer, on Whitehall street, 
and after securing a ‘‘sitting,’’ paying a dollar 
each therefor, went to Chief Connolly and 
notified him that they believed they had been 
swindled, as the slate-writing was nothing 
more than a sleight-of-hand trick. 

Acting on this Chief Connolly made the -ar- 
rest, as stated. 

The two young men who were sorry enough 
for the loss of the two dollars they had given 
the slate writer to pursue herinto the courts,had 
employed Lawyer J. T. Key toprosecute her. 
Mr. Key was sn hand, loaded to the muzzle, 
prepared to have vengeance for the injury done 
o his twoinnocent and unsuspecting clients. 

ONE OF THEM TESTIFIES. 

Mr. Huartell, who preferred, for modesty’s 
sake, to introduce himself to the spiritualist as 
Mr. Steele, was the first witness put upon the 
stand to sustain the charge of obtaining his 
dollar by fraudulent representations, or, as the 
law puts it, “‘cheating and swindling.’’ 

He was anxious to tellall he knew, as he 
was one of the dollar victims. 

His story was that he had gone to Mrs. 
Jones’s house on Whitehall street and had had 
a ‘‘sitting’’ with her. He went there for the 
purpose of catching on to the trick of the 
trade, and he told the court that he had suc- 
ceeded, 

He went into details as to the manipulations 
of the writer, but would not swear positively 
that she had done the writing on the slate, 
which was given him in answer to his ques- 
tions. He said that the answer bore no rela- 
tion whatever tothe question asked, and com- 
plained that he knew it must bea fraud. 

THE OTHER YOUNG MAN. 

The other young man who says he was teken 
in by the slate writer—Mr. Howard, or as he 
was known during the sitting, Mr. Wilson— 
took the chair when his fellow sufferer had yva- 
cated it. 

His testimony was substantially the same as 
that of the first yonng man who stood up fora 
suffering public and denounced the wiles and 
schemes of the unscrupulous female who had 
imposed upon his unsuspecting nature. 

A notabie diiference in the testimony of the 
first young man and the second young man 
was the gushing freshness with which the 
second young man told his tale of woe. 

He explained that he and his friend had 
gone to the medium’s house twice before the 
“sitting’ was had. The first time he said 
their finances were too limited to admit 
of the’ extravagant outla of their 
dollar apiece. Between them they just had 
car fare. -The second time they called they 
were better provided. Then they had their 
little ‘‘sitting.”’ 

THE SPIRIT TABLE. 

While the second young man was on the 
stand the table with its sombre covering upon 
which the spirits had gambolled about when 
the handwriting was put upon the slates, was 
brought in court from an adjoining room. 

Then the witness was told to take his place 
at the table, just as he had done when he paid 
his dollar. When he was seated, Mrs. Jones 
was called to take her position at the table. 
She brought with hera little low rocking chair 
which she had used when the two young men 
visited her and paid their two dollars, and also 
a half dozen small new slates. 

It looked like the court was going to be 
treated toa sure enough seance. 

But after sitting face to face with each other 
a few minutes, and going through the manipu- 
lations of the slate writing, without calling in 
the spirits, the young man and the medium re- 
sumed their former . 

Detective Ed Cason was next put on the | 
stand. He testified to making the arrest, and 
also to playing a joke on the two y men 
when he told them about a lot of spiritualistic 


re Ome 


This created a good deal of amusement to 
the audience, though just why it would be 
hard to say. 

3 THE SPIRITUALISTS TESTIFY. 

Here the case for the Biren rested. 
Before introducing any evidence, Mr. Jordan 
asked for a dismissal on the ground that there 
had not been any-case made out. This was 
overruled, and then the medium’s friends were 
introduced. 

Mr. C. H. Harris testified that he had a “‘si t- 
ting” with Mrs. Jones, and had received satis- 
factory answers to his questions. He wasa 
spiritualist, and said he had often times heard 
from friends in the spirit land, once receiving 


apentonnan of his dead hter, and at an- 
other time gettimg a message from a maz whom 
he had killed in battle. 

Judge Ivy, the husband of Mrs. Jones’s 
mother, proved a dramatically interest- 
ing witness. He went on to tell why 
he believed in spiritualism, saying that 
it dated. from the time when the 
“handwriting was seen on the wall’ and when 
an ass lifted up its voice and spoke to 

im. 

At one point Mr. Ivy took offence at a ques- 
tion asked by Lawyer Key, and the audience 
came near being regaled with a fisticuff. 

I. ©. Heery had also had a “sitting,” and 
after much circumlocation, announced that he 
had in his pocket the written question and an- 
swer he received. He would produce them, 
provided the newspaper men would promise 
not to mention him or themin the papers. The 
questions were all right, but the answers were 
too meaningless to mention. 

“T’m a singer in the choir,”’ he remarked, as 
he left the stand, referring to the spiritualistic 
choir, which officiates at the weekly seances 
of the spiritualist society. ; 

J. E. Cawley was another who had paid a 
dollar and gotten his answer perfectly satis- 
factory he said. 

Mr. H. C. Holland had been to see Mrs. 
Jones and testified that he had received satis- 
factory answers to all of his questions. She 
Was a Spiritualist from away back. 

Mrs. Mattie Lumsden, Mr. 8. C. Jones and 
Mr. C. T. Warren closed for the defense, all 
testifying that they had had “‘sittings’’ with 
Mrs, Jones, and that they were satisfactory. 

“Tf it was a trick”’ said the last named " wit- 
ness, ‘I’m willing to pay another dollar to 
have it played on me again.” 

THE MEDIUM TESTIFIES. 

Mrs. Sones declined to take the chair offer- 
ed her when her statement was called for, but 
said she preferred to stand up and talk. 

Her statement was a defense of what she 
called her religion. She denied that she had 
practiced any imposition or fraud on anybody, 
and took occassion to correct in several details 
the statements made by the two young nen 
who appeared as her prosecutors. _ 

At one time Mrs. Jones said, looking hard at 
Mr. Howard, that a person who would come 
to her house and tell a _ falsehood 
as he had done would not 
hesitate to tell a falsehood in a court room. 
Mr. Howard intimated that if anybody tolda 
falsehood she was that person. Then there 
wasa sensation. Judge Ivy rushed toward the 
young man, who had accused the slate writer 
of prevarication, and had his hands almost 
upon him, when bystanders interfered, and 
Mrs. Jones proceeded with her statement. 

It was the second time the case came near 
producing a fight. After Mrs. Jones’s state- 
ment Lawyer Jordan argued the case for the 
defense, and Lawyer Key for the prosecution, 
with the result above given.

More Registration and Voting Places 
Wanted. 

Epirors ConstTirvTion: As the city council 
will next Monday order an election on the bond 
and sewer question, of course registration books 
will be opened. Now Messrs. Editors is it not 
time that these registration books should be 
opened in different parts of the city so aS to be in 
easy access to our working classes? Let not the 
city council do the people the gross injustice that 
it has in the past of opening three registration 
books and locating the offices allin two or three 
blocks of each other, We need more registration 
places scattered all over ourcity. Weneed more 
voting places. But at present the increase of 
registration offices is most necessary. Atlanta, 
we should realize, 18s getting somewhat large and 
we need more metropolitan ways in our registra- 
tion and election systems. 

Now, in order to get out a full registration and 
vote on these bonds let the council scatter the 
registration places all over thecity. In the first 
ward two registration places are needed, one at 
the corner of Board and Mitchell and the other 
about Peters and McDaniel streets. In the sec- 
ond ward one registration place should be at the 
city hall and the other out about Georgia avenue. 
There is hardly a necessity of two 
registration places in the third, but it would’ 
not hurt to have two. Now in the fourth ward 
there should be two places to register, one at 
corner Ivy and Decatur and another about corner 
of Wheat and the Boulevard. In the fifth there 
should be a place about corner Cain and Marietta 
and another about Ponders avenue. In the sixth 
two places are exceedingly necessary, one about 
the artesian well and another out ahout where 
Linden street crosses Peachtree. The council 
should not overlook the fact that we have ex- 
tended our limits and as we expand registration 
eee and an increase of veting places should 
ollow. 

Give us more voting and registration places and 
we shall not again witness the appalling farce of 
2,200 people the sum total of a registered vote for 
a city election when we should have 6,000 to 7,000 
voters,

A Puzzling Question. 

The right of a man to leave a country and 
make his home in another land would seem 
to be unquestionable, but we find emigration 
opposed in certain quarters while immigra- 
tion is objected to in others, 

Some European countries are trying to 
prevent their people from going to the 
United States. We meet this policy half 
way by restricting immigration. In the 
case of China we have passed a sweeping 
act excluding all Chinese laborers. 

The problem is assuming a state and inter- 
state importance. ‘The southwestern states 
are offering inducements to laborers from 
other states. But this is partially check- 
mated by the difficulties thrown in the way 
of the labor agents in Georgia and the 
Carolinas. 

It is possible that serious trouble will 
grow out of the matter. A county. or a 
state will not see too many laborers emigra- 
ting without trying to stop them, and on 
the other hand when there is too large an 
influx of laborers there will be a serious and 
perhaps a violent protest. We have an in- 
stance of this feeling in Chili at the present 
time. In that country the laboring classes 
boldly threaten the government with a revo- 
Jution unless an immediate check be put 
upnn the immigration now rushing in from 
foreign shores. The point made by the 
Chilians is that emigration lowers the wages 
of labor. They say that when they see the 
policy of the government destroying their 
happiness and prosperity they will rise and 
destroy the government. 

There is little danger that such a condi- 
tion of affairs will ever prevail in this 
country, but the distribution of population 
requires the protecting care of wise states- 
manship. We musi not have one region 
stripped or its labor to congest the labor 
market in another region. 

All of the American republics need a uni- 
form system of treaties with the outside 
world to prevent the immigration of pau- 
pers, criminals and diseased persons. Under 
the head of paupers and contract laborers it 
would be possible to exclude the very classes 
whose coming into Chili has created such a 
dirturbance. No extraordinary legislation 
isneeded. The whole business can be ar- 
ranged by a proper system of treaties. 


Home Rule Is the Thing. 
The mayor of New York has just had his 
attention called to 700 bills now before the 
Jegislature for the government of the metrop- 


olis. 
Many of these bills are said to be of a 


meddlesome and dangerous character. 
Speaking of this matter, the Boston Globe 
says that every year the legislators from the 
rural districts bring in a flood of bills touch-, 
ing the government of Boston, and New 
York and other large cities are in the same 
fix. It reminds its readers ‘that the free 
cities of Germany were the garden spots of 
civilization before Bismarck robbed them of 
their home rule, and urges the necessity of 
the extension of the principle of local self- 
government. 

’ Undoubtedly, home rule is a fair and just 
idea. Our large cities exist and flourish 
under conditions entirely different from those 
which prevail in the rural districts, and 
they should govern themselves with the least 
possible interference on the part of state 
legislatures. In this country home rule has 
been satisfactorily tested, not only in cities 
and towns, but in the country where militia 
districts have beena law unto themselves in 
the matter of fences, the liquor traffic, ete. 
Local affairs should be controlled by the 
people most vitally interested inthem. New 
York and Boston ought not to be’ governed 
even indirectly by legistators from the 
Adirondacks and the Berkshire hills.

Farms and Money. 

It is the idea of Senator Stanford, of Cali- 
fornia, to make the landed wealth of the 
country a basis for national currency. He 
has put this idea in the shape of a resolution, 
instructing the finance committee of the sen- 
ate to inquire if loans may not be made by 
the government upon mortgages deposited 
with it on real estate, the mortgages to bear 
a low rate of interest—from 1 to 2 per cent a 
year—and the government reserving the 
power to call in a reasonable amount of its 
loans at its discretion. 

Senator Stanford says he has no doubt 
that a currency based on real estate values, 
under limited estimates, would increase as- 
tivities in all industrial employments, He 
is of the opinion, moreover, that such an is- 
sue of national currency, to the extent of 
limited millions properly distributed, would 
have for its first effect the quieting of all ap- 
prehensions of panic or financial disasters, 
which are sometimes harder to bear and more 
ruinous in their consequences than the re- 
sulting calamities. He is ofthe opinion that 
no financial panic would be possible, and all 
disastrous probabilities would be made avail- 
able. 

The apprehension of panics causes gold 
and silver to be loeked up and hoarded, and 
the money is therefore useless, but the sen- 
ator thinks this would be avoided by his 
plan, for the reason that it would increase 
business activity and impart confidence in all 
directions. . 

Itis probable that Mr. Stanford’s plan will 
not be adopted, for it seems to be the plan 
of the government to discredit those whose 
property consists mainly of land. Senator 
Stanford’s plan would not only enable the 
farmer to turn a part of the value of his land 
into money, but would give him an opportu- 
nity to loan the money thus acquired. Under 
tne laws as they stand, however, the national 
banks are not permitted to loan money on 
real estate in any shape or form. 

This, as it happens, is class legislation in 
its worst forin, It is legislation against the 
farmer, for it practically outlaws his prop- 

and drives him, 
when he is compelled to borrow money, into 


: the hands of money sharks and usurers. Mr. 
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Stanford’s plan is a mere theory, as yet, and 
if carried out, would be in the nature of an 
experiment. Meantime, the law against the 
farmers of the country still stands. They 
cannot borrow money in the legitimate loan 
markets, and their farm§ simply serve the 
purposes of the usurers. 

In the great majority of cases, farmers 
cannot borrow money at all, for the reason 
that they have no other security than land, 
which has been cutlawed by the statute 
under which the national banks operate. 


The Emigrant Agent at Work. 

“The citizens in several Georgia towns are 
disposed to reject the advances of the emi- 
grant agent, and it can hardly be said that 
he is popular anywhere in the state. Just 
at this time these agents are at work in 
southwest Georgia, where they are endeavor- 
ing, by tempting offers, to get negro labor- 
ers to accompany them to Alabama, where 
they will be given employment in the mines 
at highly remunerative wages. 

It is natural that the citizens of any town 
should look upon the emigrant agent as an 
unwelcome intruder, and especially at this 
season, when the farmers have mapped out 
their work for the year and engaged the 
labor necessary to its accomplishment. 

The farmers of Schley county, where the 
emigrant menare now at work, since they 
cannot be kept away entirely, have sug- 
gested that a heavy tax be imposed upon 
them, by way of getting even. But this 
would not mend matters much, if they suc- 
ceeded in taking their farm hands from 
them. : : ; 
However, you find very few Georgia ne- 
groes emigrating. -As a rule, they are farm- 
ers and landed proprietors, and are loth to 
leave a country which affords them all they 
need with bright balance over. So while 
ina few isolated instances; negroes might 
leave their local habitations at the instance 
of these men, the exodus would not be great 
enough to materially affect the section. 

sut there can be no doubt that the emi- 
grant agent is a disorganizer on general 
principles.

Separate Railway Accomodations, 

We don’t know what the republicans will 
do with the supreme court of the United 
States. For many years that body has been 
regarded as a safe republican body to be 
depended on in contingenties, but, somehow 
or other, it has failed, except, possibly in 
one or two unimportant instances to cater 
to the views of the partisans, That tribunal 
has practically taken the sting out of the war 
amendments to the constitution, and has 
thus sweetened, as it were, the gall of bitter- 
ness and unloosed the bonds of iniquity with 
which the republicans of Thaddeus Stevens’s 
day had hoped to distress the white people 
of the south. 

The court has made another decision that 
will not give the partisan republicans pleas- 
ure. The eecision was rendered in the 
ease of the Louisville, New Orleans and 
Texas railroad company vs. the state of 
Mississippi. The Mississippi legislature had 
passed a law compelling railroads doing bus- 
iness in the state to provide separate car 
accommodations for white and negro. passen- 
gers. The supreme court of Mississippi de- 
cided that the law was constitutional, and 
the road carried the case io the supreme 
coert of the United States in the hope that 
the higher court would reverse the decison 
of the Mississippi tribunal. 

This hope was not realized, for the su- 
preme court has decided that there was no 
error in the ruling below, and that ruling is 
affirmed. The railroads operating in Missis- 
sippi will therefore be compelled under the 
law to provide separate and equalaccommo- 


dations for white and negro passengers. 


This will not be at all pleasing to the re- 
publicans of the Chandler stripe, or to the 
real Jeaders of that party. The republicans 
know that any other provision would lead 
to collisions between the whites and blacks, 
and it is to‘the interest of their party that 
the conditions leading to these collisions 
should be carefully nursed and promoted. 


Genuine Barbarism. 

So much has been said of late in certain 
quarters concerning southern barbarism that 
our attention has very naturally been drawn 
to the gardens of civilization to the north- 
ward. S 

Unfortunately,.we have evidently chosen 
the wrong time for our survey. Our north- 
ern exchanges are filled with blood-curdling 
accounts of the most horrible crimes. In 
Wisconsin several citizens are on trial for 
mobbing and killing a man named Oleson 
because he was ‘‘unpopular.’’ The murder 
was committed one Sunday night, and 
Oleson’s wife and son were consenting 
parties. The mob visited the man’s house, 
pulled him out of bed and notified him to 
leave the state. He refused, saying that he 
had done nothing wrong. Then he was 
strung up twice and cut down. A special 
telegram says: 

Presently he recovered consciousness and 
moaned and cried piteously. He tried to crawl 
into the doorway of his house, but the cruel rope 
held him back. He feebly begged for water. At 
this spectacle fully haif the mob grew sick and 
hastily left the scene. The ringleaders remained, 
while poor Oleson lay on the ground moaning and 
begging to be allowed to goaway. Johnson and 
his party held a close conference. What passed 
thereat may never be known, but there is little 
doubt they determined that, having gone so far, it 
would never do to let the job go unfinished. Ole- 
son knew most of the leaders, and would surely 
make it warm forthem. They determined to run 
the poor fellow up for the third time and let him 
die. Weak and almost speechless, Oleson made a 
feeble fight for life, but the mosters finished their 
work. When the body had hung twenty minutes 
the lynchers, or such of them as were left, dis- 
persed. 

Throughout all this horrible scene the wife of 
Oleson was in her house, and, occasionally peep- 
ing through the half-open door, watched the pro- 
ceedings calmly and@with apparent approval. The 
son mingled freely with the crowd, but never ut- 
tered a word of protest. Allnight long the body 
dangled and swayed in the autumn wind. Often 
during the night the woman got up and, peeping 
out of the window, looked at the ghastly spectacle. 
When daylight came the corpse became painfully 
distinct, and then she pulled down the curtain. 
Not a word of alarm was given, and not an official 
was notified of the crime, although the house of 
Oleson was but four miles from the village of 
Blair. It was nearly 10 o’clock the next day be- 
fore the crime was discovered and the body cut 
down by the justice of the peace at Blair.” 

This is certainly barbarism, and nothing 
else. So much fora recent western instance, 
Now, let us glance at the east. It is not 
necessary to specify particular cases. This 
time it is enough to take a general indict- 
ment of a whole community. The Rev. Mr. 
Scudder, of the Jersey City Tabernacle, is 
our authority. Speaking of a county in his 
state, he says: “I was born and bred in 
heathen lands, and have witnessed all forms 
of human depravity, but I must confess I

the Condition of the Crops and Forms 
a Table of Damages. 


All sorts of ramors as to the damage done by 


the freeze of last week have been current re- 


céntly. 

Judge Henderson was determined to sift the 
wheat from the chaff of ramor, and he imme- 
diately adopted a plan which has secured the 
desired information. 

On March the 4th, the department of agri- 
culture sent toits correspondents throughout 
the state, requests to furnish the amount of 
damage done by the late cold snap to oats, 
wheat, peaches, pears, apples and small fruits, 
and damage to meat by the warm winter. A 
careful tabulation of the answers received give 
the following results: 

North grees ety Ww 
pears 47, applies 17, a Bho 4, pod ga ™ 

Middle rgia—Oats 31, wheat 11, peaches 32, 
pears 43, apples 7, small fruits 46, meat 16. 

Southwest Georgi ts 32, wheat 16, peaches 
a oe 72, apples 39, small fruits 60, meat 34. 

t Georgia—Oats 31, wheat 32, peaches, 36, 
pears 55, apples 32, small fruits 43, meat 33. 

Southeast Georgia—Oats 27, peaches 57, pears 46, 
apples 37, small fruits 49, meat 24. 

General average state—Oats 31 1-5, wheat 20%.~ 
peaches 48 3-5, pears 523-5, apples 262-5, small 
fruits 44 2-5, meat 25 4-3" 

The greatest damage to fruit seems to be in 
the southwestern portion of the state, whieh 
yields usually the most abundant crops. All 
disasters at ‘‘first blush” are usually magni- 
fied, but the high character of the gentlemen 
by whom the department is furnished with in- 
formation, leaves no room for doubt but that 
the small grain fruits, early vegetables and 
meat have been injured fully the amounts re- 
ported. It is not too late to sow oatsin north 
Georgia. Indeed,in some counties in that 
section, but few farmers had finished sowing. 

In other sections, the oat question isa more 
serious one. Judge Henderson advises the 
people of those sections, as he has done before, 
to plant peas. The loss of one-third of the’ 
oat crop is of course serious, but if farmers 
will plant peas on the ground on which oats 
have been killed, the loss of the oats may re- 
sult in benefit to the land and owner. The 
peas are a fine food for stock, a superior fertil- 
izer for the soil, and Judge Henderson advises 
that they be planted in every spare acre of 
land.

This row was planted ana cultivated just 
like the balance of the row, and it grew six inches 
higher than the others. It may be that some en- 
terprising man will profit by this man’s ex- 
perience, and go to catching and grinding up 
snakes, and by another year black snake guano 
will be placed on the market.

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PROGRESSIVE WEST END. 


Proposes to Take a Turn in the Matter of Per- 
manent Improvements, 

The city council of West End is now consider- 
ing important improvements, whichthey hope to 
have under way in the course of a very shor# 
while. 

The first thing it proposes to dois to arrange 
for a system of lights for the town. A contract 
has been made with the Atlanta Gas company, by 
which that company is to supply fifty lights to the 
streets of West End. It will ron its -mains 
through the town, furnishing lights to such res- 
idences as desire them. A great many applica- 
tions have been made,already. Itis probable that 
the work of extending the mains will be begun 
within two weeks, and as the contract calls for its 
prompt completion, there is scarcely a doubt but 
that West End will be lighted with gas before 
spring is over. 

Negotiations are now pending with the electric 
light company by which arc lights are to be placed 
at the intersection of al) the principal streets in 
West. End. 

Another important improvement contemplated 
is the paving of Gordon street, the principal ther- 
oughfare of the town, with vitrified brick. This is 
an experiment as far as Atlanta is concerned, but 
it has been found that these brick make a most 
admirable pavement, possessing both the advan- 
tages of asphalt and belgian block. It is as dura- 
bie as the latter and as smooth as the former, be- 
sides being noiseless and possessing a surface that 
does not polish. The West End council, at its last 
meeting, agreed to advertise for contracts at once 
for this work. specifications/ tor which have been 
prepared, and are now in the hands of Mr. Forrest 
Adair, chairman of the street committee.

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MISS BISLAND HERE 


THE FAMOUS JOURNALIST PASSES 
THROUGH ATLANTA. : 


She Chats About Her Trip ‘Around the 
Weorld, Telling of Some Few of 
the Interesting Features. 


“Of all that I saw in my rather hasty trip, I 
was most impressed by the ever present evi- 
dence of English supremacy. It is the one 
thing you find in all parts of the world.” 

The speaker was a strikingly beautiful 
young lady, whosat in a West Point sleeper, 
shortly after noon yesterday. She was a 
woman who would: have attracted attention 
anywhere, beth by her beauty and, when her 
identity became known, her interesting 
personality. 

Miss Elizabeth Bislaud, who made a trip 
around the world in less time than it was ever 
before made by a person traveling westward, 
spent several hours in Atlanta yesterday. She 
was en route to New Orleans, her old home, 
On a visit to her relatives. 

‘Four years'ago Miss Bisland left New Or- 
leans for New York. Backed bya strong de- 
termination to win her way in the journalistic 
world, she first obtained a position on the New 
York World. From that paper she went to 
the Cosmopolitan Magazine, of which she is 
now one of the editors. 

‘‘My rush around the world was a novel ex- 
perience,and I must say most enjoyable,’”’ said 
Miss Bisland when questioned about that 
journey. ‘I found time to make many pleas- 
ant acquaintances, though, and I fully expect 
to go back some day soon. Not around the 
world, probably, but to England, Europe and 
the east. Tam most anxious to go to India 
again, this time for something like a visit; the 
women of India are the most beautiful in the 
world—-worth going that far to see.”’ 

“Didn't your traveling alone rather startle 
the old world people?” . 

‘‘No, they took it as nothing more than the 
asual American eecentricity. The Americans 
I met were the ones surprised. 

“You may remember, perhaps that I went 
across to the Pacific on the fastest train that 
had ever made the trip. The elegance of that 
train and its equipments for comfort 
were probably never equalled anywhere 
else in this country, but the luxury of travel- 
ing in the east is unknown here. I neverhave 
found anything like the service on the mag- 
nificent eastern steamers. I experienced all 
seasons—winter,spring, summer and autuinn— 
in my trip, but there were no especial discom- 
forts until it came tothe trip across the At- 
lantic homeward bound. That was the worst 
sea I ever experienced, and one I don’t 
care to experience again.”’ 

Miss Bisland chatted entertainingly about 
many other interesting features of her hasty 
around-the-world trip. 

‘The most beautiful women are from Singa- 
pore. They have long hair, bronzed skin, 
with a peach bloom on it. The men wear 
their hair long. Itis wonderful, black and 
glossy and wavy. I have seen men whose 
hair dragged on the ground. Many can show 
a suite which reaches as lowas their knees. 
It is sometimes difficult to distinguish the 
sexes.

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THE SECRETARY'S ANSWER 


To the Florida State Bureau of Immigra- 
tion. 

WasHINGTON, March 12.—Secretary Win- 
dom has written a letter to the collector of 
customs at Jacksonuille, Fla., in regard to the 
proposed importation of about a thousand ser- 
vant girls from Norway and Sweden upon 
assurances given by the state bureau of immi- 
gration that while no contract will be made, 
good homes will be provided for them after 
arrival. The bureau submitted an inquiry as 
to whether it wili be a violation of law to land 
parties who pay their own passage, with such 
statement made in advance. Secretary Win- 
dom says m reply: 

While the départment does not undertake 
to determine questions of law. or fact upon 
hypothetical statements, and in advance of an 
oppertnnity fer official action, yet in this case 
there is no hesitation in expressing the opinion 
that the provison in’ section five of the alieu 
contract labor law exempting fron its opera- 
tion ‘‘persons employed strictly as personal or 
domestic servants,’’ was intended to apply 
only:.to. servants who should come into 
this. country - with their employers. 
“Without attempting to pass upon the action 
of the bureau at this time, I detake the liberty 
of calling attention to the language of the first 
section of the act referred to. Parol or special, 
express or implied, contracts are alike under 
the ban-of the law, and whether the court 
would determine that there was an implied 
agreement on the part of the bureau to furnish 
homes, after arrival, to from 500 to 1,000 
servants, at from $6 to $10 a month, implied 
from the language of their answer, they can 
tellas wellasI. I donotthink it proper to 
say more at this time.” 

The Lottery’s Proposition. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March f3,—-The 
Journal’s Bismarck, 8. D., special says: Con- 
trary to expectation Seed Wheat Commis- 
sioners McKenzie, of Spencer; Fleming, of 
Fargo, Mulcahey and Rudge, of Grand 
Forks, and Meyers, of Dakota, will report 
to the legislature that they can furnish 250,000 
bushels of seed wheat to needy farmers with- 
out interest, to be returned bushel for bushel 
after the cropis harvested. If the crop fails 
the debt is to be cancelled. This will be fol- 
lowed by a lottery bill, raising the amount to 
be paid the state to $150,000 per annum. The 
money to buy seed wheat, undoubtedly, comes 
frém the Louisiana Lottery company, or men 
who represent it.

#70, gave prominence individuals which 
will only end with their lives ‘Sitting 
in my library aiterwards,@tpondue considera- 
tion, I came to the conclusion that our young 
men deserve better than to have this charge of 
haste fastened upon them, and turning to some 
books at hand, I soon gathered facts that ap- 
pear to me to be interesting. 

Mindful of the valuable and suggestive ar- 
ticle on the subject, written a few weeks since 
by that able journalist, Mr. Stovall, I avoid 
giving the names and ages he gave, and pre- 
sent the following: 

ABRAHAM BALDWIN was a member of the 
Georgia legislature at thirty yoars old; elected 
to congress at thirty-one years; served in the 
house fourteen years; elected to United States 
senate vt forty-five; served in the United 
States senate eight years up to his death. He 
was also a member of the convention that 
framed the United States constitution. 

Duncan G. CAMPBELL was solicitor general 
at thrirty; representative in Georgia legisla- 
ture at thirty-three; was commissioned to 
make the celebrated Indian springs treaty at 
thirty-eight; again a representative at thirty- 
eight, and introduced a bill to establish a fe- 
male seminary, ten years before the famous 
Wesleyan Female college was chartered. 

Lewis Cass was a member of the Ohio leg- 
islature at twenty-four. 

THomas W. Coss, (one of the most dis- 
tinguished of this remarkable family) was 
elected to congress at twenty-eight; and tothe 
United States senate at thirty-five. That of- 
fice he resigned and was elected judge of the 
Ocmulgee circuit at thirty-seven. He after- 
wards resigned that office. 

WILLIAM ‘H..CRAWFORD was elected to the 
legislature from Oglethorpe at thirty-one, and 
to the United States senate at thirty-five. To 
this oftice he was re-elected without oposition. 
He was minister to France at forty-three ; sec- 
retary of war at fortyt-wo; secretary of the treas- 
ury at forty-six. Afterwards he run his cele- 
brated race for the presidency. At fifty-seven 
he was judge of the Northern circuit, which 
office he held at his death. 

Peter Earvy was represehtative in United 
States congress at twenty-eight years, and first 
judge of the Ocmulgee circuit at thirty-four; 
governor of Georgia at forty; senator from 
Greene county at forty-three. 

JOHN ForsyTH was elected representative 
in congress at thirty-one, and to the United 
States senate at thirty-seven; was minister te 
Spain at thirty-eight; representative to con- 
gress again at forty-one; governor of Georgia 
at forty-four; again United States senagor at 
forty-six, and secretary of state of the United 
States at fifty-two. 

JosErH HABERSHAM was speaker of the 
house of representatives of Georgia at thirty- 
four; again at thirty-nine, and was Washing- 
ton’s postmaster general at forty-four. 

OLIVER ELLSWORTH was member of the 
Connecticut legislature before he was thirty; 
elected to congress at thirty-two; judge supe- 
rior court at thirty-eight; United States sena- 
tor at forty-four; chief justice of the United 
States at fifty-one, and ambassador to France 
at fifty-four. 

GENERAL JAMES JACKSON was elected gov- 
ernor-of Georgia at thirty-one, but declined 
the oftice. Elected to congress at thirty-two; 
afterwards United States senator, whiclt he 
resigned at thirty-nine to resist the Yazoo 
fraud, and was governor of Georgia at forty- 
Gne; again in United States senate at forty- 
three. 

THOMAS JEFFERSON was a member of the 
Virginia legislature at twenty-five; wrote 
the declaration of indepence at thirty-three; 
was governor of Virginia at thirty-six; and 
secretary of state of tho United States at 
forty-six ;afterwards president. 

WILLIAM LOWNDES wasa member of the 
South Carolina legislature at twenty-eight, 
and of the United States congress at thirty- 
two. 

Witson Lumpkin was a member of the 
Georgia legislature at thirty-two, serving 
there and in the United States congress up to 
the age of forty-eight, when he was elected 
governor of Georgia. 

Davip - MERIWETHER was representative 
from “Wilkes county at thirty-one, speaker of 
the house at thirty-two, and so remainéd a 
number of years. He was elected tothe United 
States congress at forty-seven. 

JoHN RANDOLPH was elected to congress 
ewhen just legible and he remained in the 
house until he was elected United States sena- 
tor at forty-eight. 

EpWARD EVERETT was elected to congress 
at thirty-one and served five consecutive terms. 
He was elected governor of Massachusetts at 
forty-one and served two consecutive terms. 

Rospert FR. LIVINGSTON was member of 
congress from New York at twenty-nine, 
secretary of state at thirty-four, chancellér of 
New York at thirty-six, and minister to France 
at fifty-four. He it was who consummated 
the purchase of Louisiana, and who assisted 
Fulton. 

THOMAS PINKNEY was governor of South 
Carolina at thirty-four. 

FREEMAN WALKER was elected to the Uni- 
ted States senate at thirty-nine. George M. 
Troup was elected to the Georgia legislature 
before he became of age, and reached twenty- 
one justin time to take his seat. He was 
elected to congress at thirty-two, and was gov- 
ernor at forty-four. 

This note is not intended to be exhaustive. 
Its object is only to be suggesitive. So you see 
Ido not cite other well-known names not 
given by Mr. Stovall, such as Walter T. Col- 
quitt, Hon. A. Haralson, the Dougherties, 
Iverson Li. Harris, John P. King, Hershell 
V. Johnson, and others, both living and dead, 
whose names shine illustrious in Georgia’s his- 
tory. The intelligent reader will supply all 
that from his own recollection. 

In my humble judgment the, gist of the sub- 
ject is not to be found so much in the age as in 
the man. Mr. Grattan said of Pit at 26: “The 

Secretary stood alone.’’ After saying he could 
not be ‘sunk to the vulgar level of the great,”’ 
and calling attention at a glance, to the fact 
that France had, for a decade, with her Napo- 
leon; kept Europe in confusion, he 
reached a climax with the words, 
“France sunk beneath him.” Yet 
we see Bismarck, on borrowed time, as master- 
ful in Europe, and especially as to France, as 
was Pitt. We also see that Napoleon himself 
was intellectually much more powerful when 
he fought his magnificent Itailian campaign, 
than he was when after the disgraces of the 


Peninsular and of Egypt and of Russia, at 
forty-five, he ignominiously lost Waterloo and 


subsided into exile.

MACON BEFORE JUNE 187. -° 


An Accommodation Schedule to Go Into 
Effect When the Macon and Birming- 
ham Reaches Culloden. 

The significance of the traffic arrangement 
between the Atlanta and Florida and the 
Georgia Southern and Florida can hardly be 
appreciated until the terms take effect. 

It gives Atlanta a new road through Macon 
and onto Palatka. The completion of the 
Macon and Birmingham to Colleden, where 
sonnection is made with the Atlanta and 
Florida will complete the third line between 
Atlanta and Macon. 

The distance will be only 104 miles, and the 
road will come in for its share of passenger 
travel. Instead of one train each way daily 
over the Atlanta and Florida there will be 
two each way, and as soon as things get in 
shape an accommodation schedule will go iuto 
effect. 

“In every respect,’”’ said General Agent 
George P. Howard yesterday, ‘‘our passenger 
service from Atlanta to Macon will be equal to 
that of the Central or the East Tennessee. 
There will be no change of cars at Culloden, 
the trains running solid all the way. Next 
Saturday a through sleeper will be put on be- 


- tween Macon and Palatka, and when the gap 


is filled in between Macon and Birmingham a 
through sleeper will be ran from Atlanta to 
Palatka. 

“Weappreciate the fact that the passenger 
department of a road is what booms the towns 
—that these little towns for twenty or thirty 
miles out from Atlanta will flourish like green 
bay trees with aecommodation schedules to 
bring people here to work and then carry them 
back home. Those accommodation schedules 
are building up every line that goes out of 
Atlanta, and we are going to give our patrons 
the best passenger service that goes out of 
Atlanta.”’ 

“What about freight?” 

‘The Macon and Birmingham will] be com- 
pleted to Culloden by the first of May. That’s 
the estimate of the chief engineer. Even if 
this is delayed until the first of June, which 
tliere is no reason to expect, we will be into 
Macon in time to make all preparations for the 
handling of the next melon crop. 
That Georgia Southern and Florida 
territory is the finest melon country on 
earth, and that business alone means a great 
deal to the Atlantaand Florida. Then .our 
regular freight business is picking up steadily, 
and the cotton shipment this year over our line 
will, I think, double that of last year. We are 
on the high road, now, and you’ll see us boom 
this year.” 

The Mallory Line 

The change in the southern terminus port 
of the Mallory line from Port Royal to 
Brunswick, from a South Carolina port 
to a Georgia port, gives Atlanta a sort of link 
in the line. 

Now there is a Mallory line office in Atlanta 
at 16 West Alabama street. Mr. H. H. Ray- 
mond makes this his headquarters as general 
southern agent. 

Mr. Raymond was talking yesterday about 
the Mallory steamship ‘‘Rio Grande,”’’ which 
broke the record a few days ago between New 
York and Brunswick. 

‘‘The Rio Grande,’’ said he, ‘“‘left her dock 
in New York at 50’clock Friday afternoon, 
and arrived at the Brunswick sea buoy at1 
o’clock Monday morning, being only fifty-one 
hours from New York to Brunswick. The Rio 
Grande brought a heavy freight, making her 
trip still more of a record breaker.’’

Opening Up Banks County. 

Homer, Ga., March 12.—[Special.]—Be- 
tween the Piedmont AirLine on the north, 
and the Northeastern railroad on the south and 
southwest lies one of the most beautiful and 
interesting sections of Georgia, embracing the 
counties of Banks, Franklin and Madison. 
Inexhaustible treasures of mineral lie hidden 
away in these beautiful foothills of the Pied- 
mont region. Timbers of rare and valuable 
qualities, and a soil fitted for the growth of 
most cereals, and cottou in abundance, are 
here in thousands upon thousands of broad 
acres of natural forests. 

Franklin county in its original boundaries of 
one hundred and flve years ago. embraced all 
the territory south ofaline drawn from the 
eastern branch of the Tugalo river (now in 
South Carolina) thence to the top of the Cur- 
rahee mountain; thence a straignt line to the 
Hog mountain and thence south as faras the 
present line of Gwinnett includiug 
Jackson, Clark, Oconee, Madison and 
Banks counties, and parts of other 
counties. When the Air Line road was under 
wbewuey of construction, a survey was made, to 
ocate the road through this section, but meet- 
ing with no encouragement, they left us, and 
kept farto the north. When the North- 
eastern was located, our people, not being 
alive to the importance of the occasion, again 
allowed the golden opportunity to pass, and it 
passed up to the westofus, and connected 
with the Air Line at Lula, thus leaving a 
large portion of the territory above Secttthod 
entirely without railro communication. 
This territory surrounding Homer, Carnes- 
ville, and Danielsville, with all its trade, be- 
cainme a bone of contention between Atlanta 
and Athens. The natural position gives it to 
Athens, but the management of the Air Line 
and the energy of Atlanta wins most of this 
valuabie trade to Atlanta But the comple- 
tion of the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
will eventually turn the tide to Athens 
unless a branch road be constructed from Lula 
or Bellton on the Air-Line to reach Homer and 
Carmesville. Such a connection would be of 
incalculable benefit tothe Air-Line, and would 
ensure the trade of all this section for all time 
to come to Atlanta. 

A move is now on foot to build a road from 
Bellton to Homer, and thence to Carnesville. 
A charter was granted by the last legislature, 
and Mr. Buice has been elected president of 
the company. He is a gentleman of large 
means and influence, and is largely interested 
in real estate at Bellton and along the line. At 
a recent meeting of the company some $3,000 
was subscribed to the capital stock, and it is 
said a sutticiency is in sight to complete the 
road to Homer. The distance to Homer is only 
twelve miles from the Air-Line at Bellton, and 
a natural roadbed lies along the principal part 
of the way: -Af this road is built a boom will 
strike northéast Georgia, such as has never 
been heard of before.

They are now stored away in some of the com- 
mittee rooms on the top floor eof the new cap- 
itol. A bill was introduced at the last legisla- 
ture to appropriate $50 for the Tfre- 
moval of the pictures. which failed to 
pass. The transfer was made for $6. It is 
expected that the next legislature will appro- 
priate sufficient money to have the pictures 
put in orderand rehung. 4, 

Some of them are greatly in need of atten- 
tion, and until the necessary amount is pro- 
vided the pictures will remain as they now 
are—with their faces to the wall. 

Adjutant-General Kell yesterday commis- 
sioned L. A. Lee as commissary of the Ninth 
battalion of Georgia Volunteers, with the rank 
of first lieutenant. 

The supreme court yesterday commenced 
hearing the docket of the Eastern circuit. Be- 
fore it is completed a number of important de- 
cisions will be rendered. The Savannah bar 
was well represented at both the morning and 
afternoon sessions of the court yesterday. 
Messrs. William Garrard, Walter G. Charlton, 
R. R. Richards and P. G. O’Connor made able 
arguments. 

Colonel Hardeman, the state treasurer, yes- 
terday awarded the contract for the printing 
of $1,900,000 worth of state bonds. which will 
soon be issued to the New York Bank Note 
company.

During the sale, all 
that remains in the old capitol—including the 
vaults and a valuable chemical apparatus— 
will be disposed of. Tomorrow’s sale will take 
place at the new capitol, and all that has been 
taken there from the old capitol will go to the 
highest bidder. The double doors, with their 
combination locks, which were used in the old. 
yaults, are now in the cellar of the new capi- 
tol, and will be among the effects sold Friday. 


Mr. W. W. Clark, whois president of the 
Diebold Safe and Lock company, of Canton, 
O., was at the capitol yesterday with his wife. 
He took a great interest in the treasury vault, 
which was manufactured by the Hall Safe 
company. After examining it carefully Mr. 
Diebold said that it must have cost the Hail 
company more than the $8,700, which Treas- 
urer Hardeman paid for it. Mr. Clark also 
visited the cellar and examined the old vault 
doors. The bid of his company for the new 
treasury vault was $16,000, and that at the 
time was considered moderate.

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TUESDAY NIGHT'S FIRE. 


The Loss Falls Even Heavier Than Was at 
First Supposed.

The damage is estimated at five or six thou- 
sand dollars greater than was at first supposed.

Then it was found that the smoke had 
filled the store and the goods counters and 
show cases had gone through a regular sweat- 
ing process. They were stained and discolored 
and a sticky, pitchy substance like lamp- 
black had settled over everything 
in the house, probably ruining 
several thousand dollars worth of 
dry goods, clothing and fancy goods, as well as 
badly damageing the counters and show cases. 

Mr. Hentschel carries a stock valued at 
$9,000. He had $5,000 insurance, and claims 
that he is damaged at least two-thirds, or in 
the neighborhood of $6,000. 

The damage to the other buildings was 
about as reported in these columns yesterday.

its highest power, led up to experience. 

He used fire and water as an illustration of 
the two processes of reason and experience. 

When the question, “Can water extinguish 
fire,’’ was presented for the first timeno mortal 
mind -ever did or could answer the ques- 
tion. Reason would hand the water to 
the chemist for analysis, to find out 
whether there were qualities therein that 
would extinguish fire. The chemist replies 
that “water is composed of one part of hydro- 
gen and eight parts of oxygen ; both are highly 
inflammable gases, and that if brought in con- 
tact with fire, they would either explode or 
burn.’”’ Thus reason would be at fault, and 
unless recourse could be had to experience, 
would remain in ignorance. When reason 
and experience fail, then, indeed, nothing can 
supply the desired knowledge. Thus we see 
that as reason cannot understand why two in- 
flammable gases could extinguish fire, so it is 
liable to be dumb in other things. 

God surrounds nature will mysteries, and is 
it unreasonable to suppose that He has sur- 
rounded man’s soul with this mystery? It is 
by experience ‘that God’s dealing with man is 
to be discovered. Therefore, Christ says: ‘‘If 
any man wili do God’s will, he shall know 
whether I am of God.”’ 

It is something to go to an intellectual man, 
bound with his worldliness, his evil habits,and 
to hear him say: *“‘My mind cannot grasp the 
mysteries of another life,’”’ or to hear the cyn- 
ical laugh of Fred Harrison as he lays down 
the dictum. 

‘The unknowable and inconceivable is non- 
existent.”’—itis something to say to such a 
one, ‘‘Knowledge is waiting for you. If you 
will try the Christtan life, God will make it 
clear to you.”’ 

The bishop then told the story of St. Paul’s 
experience, and invested with his earnest elo- 
qnence the narrative was made deeply inter- 
esting, even to those who had often heard it. 
The moral to be learned from it was that the 
keenest intellect, the greatest scholarcan learn 
the will of Christ by experience, and having 
learned it, must prepare to act—to do God’s 
will, and obediencé is the open door to Cnris- 
tian faith and love. 

Another illustration, which the bishop, 
made with wonderful force and much 
pathos, was the miracle of curing 
the lunatic boy at Cesarea Philippi, 
by Christ after His doscent from the 
Mount of Transfiguration. The text in the 
authorized version, which reads ‘‘If thou canst 
believe,’’ the bishop said was incorrectly trans- 
lated. It slrould read “If thou canst do’’ or 
‘act,’ and then “all. things are possible 
to him that contideth,”’ not ‘‘believeth.”’ The 
father of the boy did not have faith in 
Christ. The moving sentiment with him was 
hope. love for his boy, and on these he ap- 
pealed to the Savior’s compassion and hu- 
manity, and the Savior’s answer: “If you 
have hope show its genuineness by your ac- 
tion, and I will show you that I can heal your 
child.’”?’ So He comes to us, so He comes to the 
man of intellect who is longing to do as God 
wants him, but who is dragged down by his 
doubts, his bursts of passion, his sins, and 
He says ‘‘obey and all things are possibie.’’ 
Confidence is hope in action. 

The application of these two Bible illustra- 
tions the preacher used as a peroration with 
persuasive eloquence that holds his audience 
spel!-bound. The soul’s struggle with sin was 
compared to the hinatic’sstruggle with the evil 
spirit that often dashed him tothe ground, but 
finally there was peace and triumph. It was 
better to die a thousand deaths than that the 
soul should be conquered, and the crown of 
glory was not promised to the successful 
Christian warrior, as the reward of success, 
it was ‘‘Be thou faithful unto death and I will 
give thee the crown of life.”’

“One afternoon I sat sipping coffee in the great 
bay widow of the Mediterranean club at Nice. 
Prince Arem Bey, a cousin of the present khedive 
of Egypt, came in, and speaking of my singing in 
‘Lehengrin,’ proposed a game of baccarat. He 
was then living at Paris with 10,000,000 francs a 
year and a mountain of debts. He was a heavy 
layer and thought nothing of the ordinary 3,000 

rancs limit at Nice. 

***W hat shall the game be?’ said he. And then 
he proposed 50,000 frumea as a limit. ‘That is only 
one bet,’ said I, with the memory of my Monte 
Carlo luck to spur me on, He asked 100,000 francs 
credit of the cashier and obtained it.

My f® fd held the 
necessary nine and won. I placed the pencil on 
the stack of chips for the second bet. 

“*What does the pencil now represent?’ inquired 
the prince. 

Let us say 50,000 francs,’ said I. 

“This made my bet 100,000 francs. The prince 
again played, and again I won. I was now 150,000 
francs, or $30,000, ahead of the game. There was 
exactly that amount inthe chips which I had won 
with iny pencil. Lagain put it upon the stack. 

“*Whatis the pencil worth now?’ demanded 
my opponent. 

***One hundred thousand francs,’,I answered, 
with the calmness and assumed’ indifference 
which my luck brought me. The prince rose. He 
couldn’t stand it. I went over and took his place. 
That is, | was betting my 250,000 francs on the 

rince’s hand. I turned over the cards Wich he

BURNED TO DEATH. 


The Sad Fate of a North Carolina Mother and 
Narrow Escape of Her Child.
